Slow ii IsenjKiie Was Started In Am- 
bridge, and tl»e Town Cleaned 

l p— Mueli Good Work Done In a 
Short Time. 

IIow a town may profit if it lias a 
good civic league working for its int 
osts is sh iwn in the following article: 

Orgauixctl less than half a year ago. 
the t'ivic league of Ambritlgo, I’a., the 
thriving I iwn, almost city, .lust across 
the line from Allegheny county, in 
Heaver c unity, lias already taken a 
strong h d on life, made itself nearly 
indispenc lble to the 6,000 or more citi¬ 
zens of the town and bids fair to rival 
the m l vements of any trade body in 
western l’enirsylvania in its own terri¬ 
tory, says the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

The idea of an organization similar to 
a board of trade in Am bridge lirst 
came to liev. A. \V. Kinter, a preacher 
of the town, about the beginning of the 
year. Ho spoke to others, and a small 
meeting resulted, which was informal 
and attended by only a half dozen 
prominent citizens. The suggestion ap 
pealed to all of them, and the project 
was set under way at once. 

The pulse of the people, as represent¬ 
ed by leading citizens, was sounded, 
and the proposition looked good to a 
great majority. Accordingly letters 
were mailed to all the business and 
professional men of the town and to 
the heads of departments in the Ameri¬ 
can Bridge company on Jan. 9, 1900. 
calling a general meeting a week later. 

About too men appeared at the meet¬ 
ing, and the business of organizing the 
movement was taken up with a rush 
that presaged results when the body 
was in working order. Officers wore 
elected, a meeting place named and one 
evening every month set aside for meet¬ 
ings. In Its brief existence the league 
has grown considerably, and its mem¬ 
bership now numbers about 150, every 
one of whom is interested in the wel¬ 
fare of tlio body and at all times look 
ing after its interests. 

Under tlie central body of officers 
the league Inis a board of directors 
and three separate and distinct depart¬ 
ments, which have their own officers 
and organizations. Tins board of i»i 
rectors is composed of the officers of 
the whole league and tlie officers and 
directors In the three departments, 
making twenty-one in all. The plan 
of the organization of tlie body is sii"- 
ple after its workings are understood, 
and the results already obtained by 
the league are so gratifying under the 
plan that the league could never he 
persuaded to change. 

The departments are called "munici¬ 
pal affairs,” "industrial development" 
and "education, social science and art" 
and really correspond to appointed 
committees in other bodies of similar 
purpose. However, tlie officers of tlie 
departments are not appointed, but are 
elected by the members of tlie depart¬ 
ments themselves, for when a citizen 
is admitted to membership he is given 
choice as to wlmt department he will 
enter. Thus membership in the league 
really means membership in two or 
gauizatlons. Business that conies be¬ 
fore the league as a whole is referred 
to one of these departments when it 
Is deemed advisable to act at all. 

Tlie object of the league is not differ¬ 
ent from tlie purpose of other trade 
bodies. Its motto, “A higher public 
spirit and a better social order,” indi¬ 
cates its ambition, the uplifting of the 
community in which it lives. In ils 
brief existence it lias already done 
much good work, and the end is not \ ct. 

Thus far tlie department of educa¬ 
tion, social science and art has done 
tlie most effective work. For months 
the vacant lots in Ambridge were un¬ 
pleasant to look upon and anything but 
pleasing to the sense of smell when 
the wind blew across them, lhe league 
decided to change this and started to 
work with characteristic energy. 

Sinking its hand down in its own 
treasury, the league drew out some of 
the resources of. its infantile strength, 
organized gangs of workmen and pu: 
them to work at cleaning up the town. 
It was general house cleaning day in 
Ambridge for certain., and the people 


generally, including tlie none too bv- 
gienically careful workmen in the 
mills, took to the idea, and some o: , 
them helped in the work. Contractor ■■ • 
and builders of the town did their par! 
by lending wagons, horses and driv¬ 
ers. A general day of cleaning was i 
declared, and the lovers of the virtue j 
that is next to godliness rejoiced. 

As tlie amount of dirt was great, a'., 
of it was impossible to cart away am : 
burn in one day, and since that event 
ful first day the carts and hones are 
about tlie streets again once a wee., 
A few cesspools that h’ad collected 
were drained, and now the town is U. 
good condition. It is the aim of the 
league to teach by campaign of prac 
tical education tlie foreign workmc 
and their families to burn all tli 
refuse. 

The industrial development depur 
ment is already in communication with 
several companies which are going t 
move their present locations, and it i- 
promised that this department will do 
much to increase the population as 
well as the resources of the town. 

Tlie municipal affairs department 
was the first to got into action, and 
the members found themselves in the 
midst of a fierce light soon after tli 
officers were elected. -There were 
when the league was organized man; 
“speak easies” in and about Ambridg 
and the profit from the sale of illegal 
liquor was great. The league at once 
started for the proprietors of these 
spots and told them to shut up their 
shops. The request was declined at 
first, tint pressure was brought to bear, 
and when it was seen that the league 
was determined the proprietors eithut 
moved on or reformed.

HINTS ON HOW TO ORGANIZE 


Statement ot Way to Take FTrat 

Steps In Improvement Endeavor. 

The Neighborhood Improvement 
league of Cook county. Ill., has pre¬ 
pared this cogent statement of first 
steps, which also sets forth clearly the 
advantage of federated effort: 

“The organization of the majority of 
our associations has been brought 
about by the initiative effort and con¬ 
sideration of a number of men and wo¬ 
men in a neighborhood who have felt 
the necessity for a change of condi¬ 
tions. These persons have called to¬ 
gether a chosen few who would dis¬ 
cuss the situation and then arrange 
for a larger meeting generally at a 
private residence. At the larger meet¬ 
ing two or three selected speakers, 
who have been furnished by the Neigh¬ 
borhood Improvement league when¬ 
ever requested, would present the ad 
vantages of an association to the neigh 
borhood. A committee would then lie 
appointed to arrange for a mass meet 
Ing at some church or hall. Circulars 
notifying the residents of the proposed 
mass meeting were sent to each home, 
care being taken to see that they were 
properly delivered. At this mass meet 
ing the organization was effected and 
directors selected, keeping in view the 
desirability of having each block rep 
resented on the board of directors. 
These directors then met at least once 
a week and later once a month to keep 
up the interest. Separate lines of work 
were delegated to special committees. 

“It is important that each association 
should become affiliated with the 
Neighborhood Improvement league in 
order that it may be advised of the 
progress of other associations as well 
as to give and receive ideas for the 
development of the work generally. 
The officers of the league are always 
pleased to give such assistance as may 
bo required to individual associations 
in establishing and promoting their or 
ganization. Periodical meetings of the 
league are held at the Municipal muse 
uni, at which vital subjects of interest 
are discussed by experts and special¬ 
ists and much information of value re¬ 
ceived by tile members.- It is also de¬ 
sired as soon as possible to issue a 
monthly publication devoted to the in 
terests of civic improvement, and this 
will be done as soop as the work of 
the league has developed sufficiently 
to warrant it. The league also pro 
poses to employ a paid organizer in flic 
near future if sufficient interest can 
be aroused to warrant the expend! 
ture, as it believes that the physical 
redemption of Cook county will come 
largely through the organization of im¬ 
provement associations in every neigh 
borhood. The expenditures of tin 
Neighborhood league are met through . 
an annual membership fee of $2 con 
trlbuted by the associations or individ¬ 
uals affiliated with it.’’

Moat Bo Wide Sentiment For Better¬ 
ments. Snya Knnana City Mayor. 

To realize the highest ideals of a 
beautiful city or town, Mayor Beards 
ley of Kansas City. Mo., says, will re¬ 
quire a campaign li.’ education. 

“And a campaign of education mean i 
example and demonstration,” said the 
mayor to a Kansas City Star reporter 
“When the people realize what civic 
cleanliness and beauty are, the greatest 
obstacle to making the city attractive 
will be removed. Every one must do 
his part. Every one will do his part 
when the results of co-operation bj the 
people and u thorough administration 
by the municipal authorities are seen.

1.100 to the different city schools and 
400 to the training school, or 1,500 in 
all. The certificates are very neat and 
are made of bond fiaper and impressed 
with a gold seal. The boys and girls 
will have their names on the certifi¬ 
cates and will agree to help make the 
city in which they live more beautiful 
So neatly are the certificates got up that 
they will be framed and kept with the 
other certificates received from tic- 
schools by the children. The work 
they are to do in this association will 
be under the instruction and super¬ 
vision of the grade teachers.
